Well, I hope you had a good trip in Europe . I was very much pleased with 
our trip, and things are certainly in great shape, and you and your “human 
dynamo" brother certainly deserve a lot of credit. I only hope that the 
same thing doesn't happen to our great Secretaiy of State that happened to 
our President and to Chancellor Adenauer. I have just had a letter from 
Anthony Eden, with whom I had a great visit, and I am telling him the same 
thing is going to happen to him if he doesn't slow down. 

Really and truly, I don't see how Secretaiy Dulles does it. It seems that 
it would be impossible to keep up that speed that he has, and we certainly 
need him, because he, like yourself, is doing such a grand job.
